As he talks with his father, he learns an important 
lesson about prejudice and bias. Grade Level: Elementary. Filmstrip/cassette kit w/teacher’s guide. 7 min. 

Hate-Crimes-Laws: A Comprehensive Guide. Anti-Defamation League. New York, NY. 1994. In 1993, the 
U.S. Supreme court upheld a hate crime statute from Wisconsin that was based on model legislation originally 
drafted by ADL in 1981 . This update identifies statutes from each state where the legislature has created a 
specific provision to address bias-motivated crimes against persons and each state where a general prohibition 
on civil rights intimidation.
